The D em ocratic executive's re ­ 
tort to the Republican m ajo rity ’s 
adoption of a 1940-41 "econom y" 
budget, despite his sharp pro test 
it w as "hocus pocus" 
financing, 
forces re-solving of the en tire fi­ 
nancial problem created by 
the 
!>arty's decision to drop

posed $15,000,000 personal income 
tax boost. 
Labelling the GGP revenue pro­ 
gram 
a 
product 
of 
"fanciful 
hopes," the governor announced 
last night intention 
to 
veto 
a 
$250,000 
appropriation 
to 
the 
state tax departm ent by 
which 
Republicans hoped 
to raise 
$3,- 
750,000 in collection of delinquent 
taxes. 
Ile did not m ention w hat action 
he would take on a m easure which 
the L egislature expects 
to 
pass 
this 
week 
to 
bring 
$3,000,000 
through collection 
of 
unclaim ed 
insurance funds. 
B ut his previous assertion the 
plan was based on “wishful th in k ­ 
ing" and would not raise $250,000 
left Republicans reconciled to

veto and the necessity of seeking

cuts or a new revenue source. 
Lehm an also promised to veto 
a $500,000 appropriation 
p erm it­

nues resulting from budget cuts 
but the

The governor said he re g retted 
inability to veto enactm ent of a 
$1,850,000 slash in state aid

education, a

home relief and 
m easures 
em ­ 
powering the sta te to retain $4,- 
000,000 of bank, real estate brok­ 
ers and billiard taxes now shared 
w ith localities. 
"I would 
certainly 
veto 
this 
bookkeeping 
m anipulation," 
lie 
said of the reduced home relief 
appropriation. 
"It is not 
cu t at 
all. 
A deficit is created w hich will 
have to lie m ade up by the sta te 
in the form of added ap p ro p riat­ 
ions next year.” 
U nder 
the 
sta te constitution, 
all appropriation bills 
originally 
subm itted by the governor shall 
become law upon passage by the 
Legislature, w hether reduced 
or 
not. 
New or increased appropria­

The state's w ithholding of some 
locally-shared levies was term ed 
"in no sense a saving," 
and the 
effort to collect $3,750,000 in tax 
arrears a "dishonest revenue esti­ 
m ate."

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CENSUS QUESTIONS 
; 
It is natural that people accustomed to 
indejtendence and privacy should kick about 
having so many questions asked them as ; 
there are said to br in the new federal census 
questionnaire. From all accounts, the ordi­ 
nary householder is going to be questioned 
as thoroughly, by as insistent a questioner, 
as if he were asking for a bank loan or buy- j 
ing a washing machine or oil burner on the 
installment plan. The government is c ertain-I 
ly getting inquisitive. 
This present quest for information is of an 
intimate nature aud violent protests arc 
being made against this federal government 
snooping. People’s memories are .short but 
don t let your good American sense of the 
ridiculous prompt you to reply with more or 
less facetious answers. 
The law provides 
penalties of fine and imprisonment for either 
refusal to answer these questions, or for giv­ 
ing false information. Tile government evi­ 
dently has the right to a^k any questions and 
compel an answer under the jienalty oi a 
prison sentence. 
No citizen of the United States will object 
to answering questions in the interest of 
scientific fact finding, tile analyses of which 
will provide comprehensive information for 
both government and business. But there is 
a limit to the acquiescence of people on an­ 
swering questions pertaining to their private 
business. 
( ’cnsus officials familiar with the average 
citizen’s dislike of snooping are hanking on 
the ironclad secrecy of individual returns to 
obviate any pronounced public resistance. 
But what about the |ierson who lives in the 
same neighborhood and conies into his neigh- 
bor's home and demands to know how much 
money he has made and the mortgage status 
on his home, its physical condition and what 
conveniences arr available, ami so on? 


WARM ARCTIC 
Cheer up. The world is getting warmer. 
And the explorer Donald B. MacMillan, who 
has looked things over up north, says it s 
going to continue warming up lor lo,(KR) 
years. It s cold there now I localise we’re just 
about half way through a great ice age. 
There was a time, in fact there were prob­ 
ably several times, when the whole northern 
part ol the United States was frozen up and 
covered with an ice sheet a mile or two high. 
That sheet has now retreated to Greenland, 
which is a big glacier covering 5(H),OOO square 
miles and shedding 500,000.OOO,CKX) cubic feet 
of ice a year into the sea. That’s where our 
North Atlantic icebergs come from. It will 
be pleasant to think ol next summer. 
Eventually MacMillan says, that vast ice­ 
house will all be melted .m ay and the whole 
north will he warm and pleasant. And then 
the Canadians will be in luck. They'll have 
a livable climate clear up to the Arctic 
Ocean, and they can mine coal veins U.‘> feet 
thick within KOO miles of the North Polo, laid 
down long ago when tropical vegetation grew 
there luxuriantly. 
It will be grand for those who can hold out 
long enough. 


FLIGHT TO AMERICA 
The flight of tho great liner Queen Eliza­ 
beth to America, lo join two other queens 
of the ocean already here, is a symbol of 
what is happening on a huge st ale. 
There has been a great flight ot money to 
America, starting long before the formal be­ 
ginning of this war. Much of the money now- 
choking American banks consists of Euro­ 
pean funds in cold storage, for protection and 
for use in a time of greater need. 
There is also a vast flight of tropic, in so 
far as that is possible to accomplish. Ameri­ 
can doors are opened to Europeans only a 
small crack at a time, so that the full pres­ 
sure behind the influx is hardly appreciated. 
But the applications for admission, especially 
I rom Central European regions, are already 
so numerous that it would take a decade or 
two to let them in at the current rate of 
acceptance. And if Uncle Sam were to hang 
out a ‘‘Welcome’’ sign in the old pre-war w ay, 
I here would be millions pouring in. 
The most acceptable part of this movement 
has been the influx of foreign scholars, scien­ 
tists, philosophers, authors and eminent pro­ 
fessional people. These enrich American life 1

G. Ew- j 
ing. and P. 8 Littler, who sta te that noise produced 
by certain tyiies ot nmlti-ongm ed aircraft has been 
mea. tired and found to reach loudness levels whieh 
are miurtou* to hum an cars. T ests carried out by 
Un R oyal Air Force even a tte r a few hundred hours 
of flying without helm ets in enclosed cockpits show­ 
ed a persistent loss of hearing for high tones. The 
tests vverc bade by the usual m ethods—voice, tu n ­ 
ing fo rk —and also by the hearing m easuring m a­ 
chine. the audiom eter. The flyers them selves w ere 
not aw are that some of th eir healing ability had 
been lost. 
"N oise in connection w ith flying arises from 
th ree sources, tho engine exhaust, the propeller, and 
the w ind." 
T ests were made to find the am ount of protection 
of hearing provided by the standard p a ttern of fly­ 
ing helm et and other ear protectors and also w hat 
protection can he afforded by simple w ays of block­ 
ing the ear or packing the ranal leading to tho 
o u ter idc ol ear drum . They found that packing the 
ear w ith absorbent cotton sm eared w ith vaseline

a quick, sate, and efficient m ethod 
W hy does noise affect m ore than the hearing and 
bring tiredness of mind and body? 
H earing was given prim itive m an to enable him 
to h e a r noise so that he could tighten his nerves and 
m uscles and la* ready for fight or flight.

In addition to operating his own 
news syndicate. Mr. Davila writes 
for 
numerous 
newspapers 
and 
magazines 
in 
this country. 
Mr. 
Davila was 
the Chilean govern­ 
ment's representative to the Unit­ 
ed States from 1927 to 1931. Upon 
his return to Chile he founded the 
magazine "Hoy," but left this post 
to serve as provisional president 
of the Junta 
Lo Gobierno from 
•Tune to 
September, 
1932. 
Mr. 
Davila was born in 
Los Angles. 
Chile, 1887. and was educated at 
the Licco de Concepcion and the 
St. Louis English College at Val­ 
paraiso, Chile. He has been award­ 
ed an L. L. D. degree by Columbia 
University of Southern California. 
His first journalistic experience 
was with 
the 
“El Mercuric" in 
Chile, which is the oldest Spanish 
language newspaper in the world. 
Later he was founder and director 
of "La Nackm" and "Los Tiem* 
Pos." 
According to Mr. Davila at 
least 80 per cent of the South 
Amcriean governments are Fas­ 
cist. 
He believes I hat the Latin 
American republic will play an im­ 
portant part in the current strug­ 
gle for power. 
He states that the resurgence 
of Spain under Franco will have 
a significant 
bearing 
on 
Latin 
American development, and also 
that Franco will be aide to pre­ 
sen e her neutrality in the present 
European struggle and rcviwr her 
national strength. 
Mr. 
Davila 
has observed international politics 
from the inside as well as from 
the journalistic sidelines. 
Though 
he has never sought office nor re­ 
ceived a salary from the public 
treasury, he has sen od his coun­ 
try as its chief diplomatic repre­ 
sentative to this country' and was 
for a time its 
provisional 
presi­ 
dent. 
Mr. 
Davila makes New 
York city the headquarters for his 
syndicate but travels frequently to 
Chile and to 
the 
other 
South 
American countries. 
He 
writes 
special articles occasionally for the 
magazine sections of such United 
States pajiers as the Herald Tri­ 
bune and the St. Louis Tost dis­ 
patch and hopes some day that he 
will get around to w riting a book.

Judge Conger in jiart said: 
“ Were I a preacher, the text 
most appealing to me would be 
“The Potter of Good Example." 
Throw a stone into a (Kind. At 
first you have only ripples, hut 
gradually they widen and widen 
and widen until they disappear in­ 
to the far shores. The power and 
influence of one good man in the 
community, whether he lie humble 
or powerful is very great; the in­ 
fluence of 150 or 200 good men 
banded together under the ban­ 
ner of the Holy Name is tremen­ 
dous. The effect of this public dem­ 
onstration of faith, consciously or 
unconsciously will sink into some­ 
one’s soul." 
"I appeal first to those who have 
children. That boy, for instance; 
your flesh and blood, on the verge 
of manhood. The world to him is 
somewhat of a strange land. He 


lo o k s to you. His future is in your 
hands. His moulding is with you. 
Do we so live each day at home 
and abroad that our lives are a 
pattern, an example, a goal for 
that boy.
